“anti-submarine warfare; this, however, is de- 


batable. Gen. Joseph McNarney of the Air 
Force said last May that planes will be armed 
in “relatively short time” with rocket missiles 
capable of “homing” on an enemy bomber re- 
gardiess of evasive tactics. 

Thus much rests in the laps of scientists, pro- 
bably- even more so than before World War HI. 
As Col. Leslie E. Simon wrote in his book “Ger- 
man Research in World War II”: “In: peace, of 


all times, the wise government will foster re- 


search, especially long-range research, to build 
up its funds of knowledge and to. prepare for 
the evil day when it will again have to live on its 
fat while doing considerable development and 
little research. Better yet a strong research 
policy may contribute to forestalling or pre- 
venting the day.” ' 

If preparedness can help avoid war, as well as 
save us from possible defeat if war were forced 
on us, it is a priceless ounce of double preven- 
tion in these parlous days. We cannot afford 
to fall behind in perfecting the hydrogen bomb 
nor in developing defense measures against it.

Where Gambling Is Legal 


Senator McCarran is in the news again, and - 


who needs to guess why? He is doing another 
job of obstructionism. This time he is delaying 
progress toward a Senate Judiciary Committee 


inquiry into interstate gambling and racketeer- . 


ing. 
The Senator has been called a “one-man mon- 
key wrench” for some of his previous éfforts. 
These included a rear-guard action against a dis- 
placed persons bill, several. personal witch hunts, 
friendly junkets ‘to Spain in behalf of his one- 
man foreign policy, and so on. His latest role is 
hardly unexpected, though it may be only 
temporary. 
Senator McCarran is from Nevada, which 
legalized gambling in 1931, It’s assumed that he 
now wants to be sure that any investigation of 
gambling won't ‘affect his state. In 1946, $27,- 
000,000 changed: hands at Nevada's handbooks, 
dice and roulette tables and slot machines. In a 
state with only 140,000. residents, that’s big 
business. : te 
But there is nothing particularly local about 
Nevada gambling, nor does the legality of it 
cleanse it of hoodlum influence. . In fact, an anti- 
trust suit was based on alleged outside monop- 
oly of the racing wire service to Nevada hand- 
books. ‘The plaintiffs charged that decisions as 
to who could operate a handbook in Nevada were 
made. elsewhere. | ; 
The wire service in question was the Conti- 
nental Press Service. This agency was in conflict 
with a rival race wire run by the Capone mob 
until 1946. In that year Continental's owner, 
James M. Ragen, was removed from control by 
gangland billets in Chicago. == ~ | 
This record ought to be ipteresting to, anybody 
who thinks that legalized gambling is a good 
thing, or that any gambling is entirely a matter 
of. local law and local enforcement. It is just the 
kind of record which would appeal to a congres- 
sional inquiry into the nation-wide rackets in- 
dustry.

The world’s great danger today is not risk of hydrogén warfare 
but the risk of war at all, British weekly.says; warns against. inter- 
national control plan that might mean one-sided disarmament; says 
atomic accordsshould, rest on general understanding with Russia. ,

A step may now be taken which brings 
closer—no one knows how much closer— 
the day when this planet, like other celes- 
tial bodies before it, may explode into a 
flaming mass of gaseous fire, a new syn 
of appalling light and heat, upon which all 
existence is instantly extinct. It is not 
surprising that there are voices raised on 
both sides of the Atlantic to plead that 
a new effort be undertaken to secure in- 
ternational control of the atomic bomb. 


There is, of course, everything to be said 
for agreeing with the Russians. It cannot 
be repeated too often that the fundamen- 
tal aim of Western diplomacy is not to de- 


feat the Russians—certainly: not to. defeat. 


them in another war—but to réach ‘such a 
working agreement* with them as would 


restore at least the necessary minimum of 


security to a, terrified world. 

But because an agreement fs’ desirable, 
it does not follow that the best way to get 
an agreement in which confidence could 
be reposed is to ask for it straightaway. 


Nor, does it follow, because it is the hydro- | 


gen bomb that makes an agreement more 
than ever desirable, that an agreement 
about the bomb is what is peeded: - |

lf an agreement with the Russians is to 


serve its. proper purpose—the restoration 
of security—it must deal with the real 
issue; and that, in spite of all the frightful 
possibilities inherent in atomic destructien, 
is not the hydrogen bomb. The real issue 
is the risk of war.’ - 
Western nations know that, even if they 
have the gravest disagreement with the 
United States, the bomly will no be dropped 
on them. It is the risk of war, not of the 
atomic bomb, that must be eliminated, and 
the test to be applied to any agreement with 


Russia over the bomb is whether it in- - 


creases or diminishes the risk of war. 
Hitherto, the ‘Western nations have 
sought to. re@uce the risk of war by mak- 
ing it clear that they are able and ready 
to defend themselves. When faced with 


force, the Russians retreated from one of 


their more provocative adventures—the 
blockade ‘of Berlin. -

This at the moment is the mdst effec- 
tive means open to the Western world to 
miaimize the risk of war, and it is by no 
means certain that an agreement with the

need for it less. 

Let us suppese that a limited agreement 
If either side 
still fears aggression by the other, no 


@ agreement, however policed, will remove 


the spectre of an atomic arms race. 


If the Soviets’ worldwide pressure con- 
tinued,. if Communists still sabotaged arms 
deliveries in France, if Germans were still 
rearmed, if silently, and unchecked. the 
scalé of Russia’s land forces continued to 
increase, the risk of war would be no less 
on account of limited atomic agreement. 


No Temptation for Aggressor 


It is, on the contrary, possible to argue 
that the risk would be greater. Even a 
limited. agreement with Russia might be 
taken as the signal for a slackening of 


’ vigilatice and a weakening of the defen- 


sive effort all along the line. 

It is better that the cold war: should 
continue until both sides are genuinely 
ready for a complete settlement than that 
any new scientific horror should lead to 
the disarming of one side and the teinpting 
of the other to commit aggression. 

Does it follow, therefore, that no ap- 
proach to Russia can be made? The hydro- 
gen bomb does appear to offer a new 
opening. It should be seized, not simply, 
however, to discuss the bomb, but to ex- 
amine oncé again whether there is any 
possibility.of ‘a: general detente between 
the East and West. 

‘Such a settlement could not be confined 
te ‘atomic agreement; it would be dan- 
gerous if it were, It should cover all the 
major issues of policy—-spheres of influ- 
ence; the peace treaties, general: disarma- 
ment, the elimiziation of hostile and in- 
flammatory propaganda—which exacerbate 
teasion and distrust in the world today.

From Coal to Oil or Gas. 


In my opinion, he is riding for 
a fall in this late phase of his 
fantastic career. The reasons why 
this appears to be so have little 
to do with Lewis’s union prac- 
tices or even with the intricate 
politics of organized labor as they 
weave through both major parties. 

The basic reasons lie in the 
economy of the coal industry and, 
in particular, as that industry 
relates to'the rest of the nation’s 
economic life. Coal is being 
priced out of the competitive 
market in one field after another. 

Millions of householders have 
switched from coal to oil and 
natural gas. Even in.New Eng- 
land, remote from’ the fields, 
natural gas lines are being 
pushed. While that movement 
has been temporarily held up by 
differences over financing, it will 
in all probability soon go forward 
again. Nearly two-fifths of the 
nation’s locomotives are now pow- 
ered by oil or electricity. 

‘It is true, of course, that in 
many industrial processes there 
can no substitution. That 
is so, in part at least, in the steel 
industry. 


Pushing Up Prices. 


But here the demands that 
Lewis has been able to enforce 
because of his monopolistic hold 
have created a distortion with se- 
rious implications for the whole 
economy.
